Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Rejection over Groh and Zoni will be considered moot because 
proposed claims require the means for rotary sweeping to be located outside the space between the axles of a 
transportable chassis. Mr. Lasky explained how Vanderlinden fails to disclose a vacuumized conveying mechanism. 
The vacuumized mechanism of Vanderlinden #59 removes dust from the broom. The removed dust is later dropped 
onto a mechanical conveyor. One with a vacuumized conveyor would not drop dust/dirt onto the conveyor because it 
would create a dust plume caused by opposing airflows, vacuumization downward and conveyor upward. Examiner 
pointed out that both the conveyor #34 and #59 of Vanderlinden could read on Applicant's vacuumized conveying 
mechanism. It was suggested to limit claim 33 to a 'mechanical' conveying mechanism that maintained a flow of 
vacuumized air along at least a portion of the mechanism. The mechanical conveyor of Vanderlinden may be 
minimally vacuumized at the lowermost edge HOWEVER can not be considered a flow of vacuumized air along at least 
a portion of the conveyor because the vacuumized flow is contained within #59 and any other vacuumization would be 
incidental. Absent any new references, Examiner agreed claim 33 would be allowable. WRT claim 43, Mr. Lasky 
pointed out that Vanderlinden fails to disclose a removable shroud. Examiner stated that she would have to research 
that element upon submission/consideration of an amendment. Proposed claims 45-52 will be discussed in Applicant's 
response to the outstanding Office Action. .
